His Reputation began now tobear fome 
Proportion to his Merit, and extended it- 
felf to diftant Univerfities; fo that in 
1703, the Profeflorfhip of Phyfick being 
vacant at Groningen, he was invited thi- 
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In 1714 he was defervedly advanced 
to the higheft pas of the Univerfity, 
and in the fame Year made Phyfician of 
St.Auguftin’s Hofpital in Leiden, into which 
the Students are admitted twice a Weck 
‘to Jearn the Praétice of Phyfick. 

This was of equal Advantage to the 
Sick and to the Students, for the Succefs 
of his Practice was the beft Demonttrari- 
on of the Soundnefs of his Principles. 

When he laid down his Office of Go- 
vernor of the Univerfity in 1715, he 
made an Oration upon the Subject of ate 
taining to Certainty in natural Philofophy; 
in which he declares, in the ftrongeft 
Terms, in favour of Experimental Know- 
ledge, and reflects with juit Severity up- 
on thofe arrogant Philofophers, who are 
too eafily difguited with the flow Me- 
thods of obtaining true Notions by free 
quent Experiments, and who, poffeft with 


ther ; but he refufed to leave Leiden, and C too high an Opinion of their own Abili- 


chofe to continue his prefent Courfe of 


Life. 

This Invitation and Refufal being re- 
jated to the Governors of the Univerfit 
of Leiden, they had fo grateful a Senfe 
of his Regard for them, that they im- 


mediately voted an Honorary Increafe of 


his Salary, and promifed him the firlt 
Profefforfhip that fhould be vacant.

Variety of the Works of Nature izems to be quite 
impertinent. And pray what does he make of 
Uniformity himfelf? Why truly, according to 
him, at laft, "tis fomething that ftands oppos’d 
to Variety ; whereas, I humbly conceive, there 
may be Uniformity in the greateft Varicty, Is 
there no Uniformity in the various Succeflions of 
Day and Night, Summer and Winter, Seed- 
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Diffint, yet will it by no meas follow that. we 
are no more concern’d in the Repeal than the reft of 
the Netion. For as weare molt affected by. the 
Aéts, furely we have the mioft Reafon to at- 
tempt to procure the Repeal of ’em: And the 
rather, as we are not likely to meet with much 
Affiftance herein from thofe who ought indeed, 
for feveral Reafons, to contribute towards it to 
the utmoft of their Power. 

And fuppofing the prsfoing Diffenters did not 
a& berein from Motives purely-rcigious (which it 
cannot be prov’d that they. do not, and Charity 
fhould therefore incline to believe that they do} 

et ftill Men by becoming Diffenters don’t, [ 
dog give up all Claim to the Rights of Exg- 
lifbmen, Paul the Roman infifted upon his Pri- 
viléges, while at thefame time Paul the Chri- 
ian was one of the humbleft Men upon Earth. 

His next Confideration My F. 0. feems to have 
not duly confider’d. For according to his own 
Idea of the Ferm World he flands excladedfrom 
heing any Judge as to the Odium the Diffenters 
frrugglings infer on them: And; were we always 
to form our Conduct according to the Judge- 
ment of the World, we thould be apt too often 
torun the Hazard of being betray’d into Prac. 
tices irreconcileable with Reafon and Confcience, 
That Mr F. 0. in his firft Letter gave not the 
leaft Eutimation that the Diffenters firuzglings bad 
niade them odious in Lis Eyes appears, to be fure, 
very plainly from that Part of it, where he 
intimates that the Charge of Ambition or Ava- 
tice againft them on this: Account is too much 
countenanc’d hy thetr oun Condué#. Enough thig 
to make him odious in their Eyes, let him be 
ever fo much aPatriot in § Eyes of one great Man, 

His third Confideration is taken, he fays, from 
our fuppofed Ignorance of the divine Will; but ¥ 


Time and Harveft to each other? Bat ’tis aE thought it had been from his imagin’d Know- 


very eafy Thing for a Perfon to mifconceive, and 
then to pleafe himfelf with the Thought that 
his own Mifcénception is a fufficient Evidence of 
his Adverfary’s Ignorance. 

Mr #. 0. has indeed been fo confiderate in his 
laft as to change what he before moft improper- 
ly call’d Reafons into Conjiderations, to prevent, 


ledge of the fame, which I efteem’d as mere 
Conjecture, and therefore thought I had as good 
a Right as he to conje€ture in my Turn. Nor 
do I fee that there is any better Argument to be 
drawn from his Conjeéture than from mine. But

There are many Cir- 
cumitances of Fraud to which the Laws 
have annexed no Punifhment, on account 
of the Impotlibility of difc.vering the 
1eal Sentiments of Mankind, and the 
Principles upon which they act; but 
thefe, inthe Eve of a1 honelt Man, are 
as criminal as thofe which the Laws ex- 
tend to.

homeward-bound, has been fully proved, 
and made appeer ; particularly x a Prince 
William, Capt. Kingflough. But what 
Right have the Spaniards to vifit or fearch 
our Ships at any Diftance, or on any Pre- 
tence, unlefs they are actually found 
Trading ? 

There is, indeed, fays he, fome Cocoa 
growing in our Colonies, but very different 
from Spanifh Gocoa. He fhould have 
fhewn the Difference, which I defy him 
to make out ; for, it is well known that 
Jamaica was formerly a Spanijh Ifand, 
and Cocoa the principal Commodity, The 
Seed is the fame, and the Nuts not 
to be diftinguifhed. Martinico Cocoa, 
indeed, is very different, the Nut is {ntal- 
ler, drier, and not fo-oily,. As to Log- 
wood, large Quantities have been fhipp'd 
to Great Britain, & grew in that Ifland, 
as can be fully proved and made appear. ; 
and that the Importations will increafe, 
if our Merchant Ships will take it in ; 
for feveral Commanders have declitted it,

did not make more Noife in the World;

except himfelf ; bur if the Faéts are true; 
the Perfons injur’d, according to his own 
Account, had all the Juftice done them 
that could reafonably be expected, and 
the Aggreflors were far from being fcreen’d 


and protected by §Government ; whereas B 


I never heard that Captain fenkins ever | 
had any Satisfaction for his Ear, or our 
Merchants for their Loffes; on the cone 
trary, the Spanifh Governors and Guards 
Coffas aie countenanc’d and encouraged 
in their Acts of Violence and Injuttice. 

I with there was ndt the leaft Grounds 
or Colour of Truth in that Part of his © 
Narrative relating to Captain Fennings, 
tho’ He has neue the Circumftan> 
ces, and'omitted doing Jultice to the Go- 
vernment of Jamaica, who made the 
Spaniards al) the Reparation arid Satisfac- 
tion in their Power ; and as to his being 
received in that Ifland with Joy and Tri- 
umph, it is abfolurely falfe ; for the Ac- 
tion was generally difapproved of, and 
cenfured. The Cafe ftands thus: Capt. 
Fennings was bred to the Sea, and main- 
tained a very fair Character till he was 
brought into that unhappy Affair. On 
the Death of his Father, who left him 
néar s00 /. per Ann, in Famaica, he lived 
afhore ; but, hearing of the Lofs of the 
Galleons on the Coaft of Florida, and 
that the Spaniards had deferted them, he 
arid two others fitted out with 100 Men, 
and not 600, tho’ feveral others followed ; 
but did not arrive there till the Action 
was over. On his Arrival among. the 
Wrecks, fome Spaniards, to the Number 
of 120, or more, who had fix’d fome 
Tents on a Cay, or {mall Iiland, (and had 
got out of them 40 or $0,000 Pieces of 
Eight, and not 400,000, as is falfly aflert- 
ed) fired and did them fome Damage ; 
upon which Captain Jennings, and the 
other Commanders landed the major 
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nings, wlio made his Efcape off the 
Iiland ; but his Eftate was confifcated and 
fold, in order to make Satista¢tion to the’ 
Spaniards, as far as it would go; and 
two other Perfons, who were concerned 
in the Sloop, the one compotinded for 
2000/. and the other ran off the [fland; 
and his Effects were likewile feized and 
fold to the fame Purpofe: 

The Inftance he gives of two Spanifii 
Gentlemen, who were invited by an Eng 
lith Commander on board his Ship, and whb- 
kept them two Days ftarving to extort a 
Ranfom, and that failing, cut off the Ear 
and Nofe of one of Them, and, with a Cute 
las at his Throat, forc’a him to eat them; 
is of a Piece with the Reit, and turther 
evinces the Candour and Veracity of this 
Spanijh Apoftle, who hath collected this 
and fome other Paflages out of the Hiffory 
of the Pyrates, tocaft anOdium on our 
Countrymen, and t> colour and palliate 
the Barbarity and Inhumanity of the Spa- 
niards to our brave and honeft Seamen 3 
for this very Fact was committed by a 
Pyrate, and the Crew coatifted of al] Nae 
tions, tho’ the Captain was an Englifhe 
man; and it is weil known that, among 
thofe People, a Commander has very lite 
tle Authority, except in an Engagement. 

The laft Paflage I fhall rake Notice of, 
which will be fuflicient to fhew our Spa- 
nifh Apoftle in a true Light; and in ‘his 
proper Colours, is that wherein he afferts 
thar, He hath feen as free Subjects as a 
the King of Spain hath, expofed to Sale 
in @ Britifh Colony, purchas a there like 
Cattle, and treated afterwards very little 
better by the Purchafers ; that a Spanith 
Gentleman was fent on Purpofe to demand 
his Countrymen from Bondage; that he 
knew the Anfwer and Refufai of the Go- 
vernor of that Colony, and that he could 
eafily prove that thofe very Slaves continue 
ed fo to this very De in the fame Colony. 
Our Spanifh Apoftle fhould have been 
more particular in pointing out the Colony ; 
the Governor’s Name ; at what Time he 
was there ; and fome other Circumftances 
which he has omitted ; but I fliall explain 
this Matter, which he has reprefented fo

1625, promoted to the See of Gloucefter : 
In all which Stations. of Life he behaved 
as a Proteffant, without being fo much as 
fufpected of eaming. toward Popery till 
16403 when he was fufpended, and ne- 
ver did any Office of his Function after. 
wards. Is this an eet of a Pa- 
pilt thrufting himfelf into Preferment un- 
der the Difguife of a Proteftant ? —— Or, 
is there any room to fufpeét, that this py 
Goodman communicated with the Church 
of England, after he became a Papif? ? 
It the Cafe of Duffey be any thing like 
this, I may venture to affirm, that the Bf

Bat I would beg the Favour of 
your Correfpondent, as in the Cafe of 
Duffey, {0 in any. other Inftances he fhall

I am very glad to hear thar a large 
Bedy -of Clothiers are {> heartily dif- 
fed and engaged to put a Stop to Truck ;

have accepted the Offer made ’em. But 
I fay, were the Author to confider this in 
his own Light, as an Oppreifion upon the 
Workmen, yet it’s {tupid to affirm it the 
Caufe of the Riot at Melkfham ; {eeing 
neither Mr Colthurft, nor any Gentleman 
upon whom Depredations were commit. 
ted, ever made any other Payments, that 
ever I could learn, than in Money ; and 
if this were the Caufe of Complaint, why 
were any other ftruck at but thofe who 
were Delinquents ?

Tho’ this Point cannot be determin’d 
by Reafon, yet we muft firft confider 
whether it be agreeable to our natural 
Notions of God and his Attributes, fince 
no Interpretation of Scriprare ought to be 
admitted. plainly,repugnant to them. 
But.I do not fee how the Notion, now 
under Confideration,. any. ways difrgrees 


with otw. vatyral Apprehentions of. the D 


Divine Nature. For, it {uppofes, before 
God gives any one up to this final Obdu- 
racy and Jmpenitence, as a Punifhment of 
his Obstinaey in Infidelity cr Wickedne;, 
that he had'givea him efficient Means. of 
Conyiétion and Reformation. This is 
enough to clear the Fuftice.of God. Ify 
Men wilfully and habitually neglect, or 
abufe them, there can be .no Injuftice, if 
God refufes.to offer again. what has been 
fo often flighted. To fay otherwife, is 
tofay, thar it is aujaff in God to put us 
into’a State of Tryal and Probation at all. 
For, if God be obliged to give us sore _ 
than fufficient Means of Conviction and * 
Reformation, in a *ational Way, and cons 
fiftent’ with the Freedom of Nian’s Wil, 
he muft be obliged to grant /ucha Degree 
of Grace as will compel Men tobe good. 
This rational Evidence then, and Suffici- 
ency of Grace may haye been rejected 
and withftood before Death, and confe- g 
quently, notwith{tanding any thing arif- 
ing from frig Fultice, a Man may outlive 
his Day of Grace, and, be given up, judi- 
cially, to final Obduracy and Impenitence. 
As to God"s Goodne/s; how long that will 
induce him to bear with obftinate Infidc- 
lity, or Wickednefs, before. he ‘totally 
withdraws his Grace, this muft be deter- 
mined only by his Wifdom, of which we, 
for want of znfinite Knowledge, can be no 
proper Judges; neither has he thought 
fit to reveal it to us in his Word, tho’ the 
general Doéfrine. may be gather’d from

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thence :. That is, we may beable, per- 
haps, to. prove the Fad, that God Al. 
mighty does fometimes finally. withdraw 
his Grace, tho’ he has not afforded us any 
Criterions whereby we can pronounce 
with certainty upon any particular Perfon 
that he is in that State. 

[The Author next enquires. how the 
Matter. ftands on the Foot of Scripture, 
and obferves that, tho’ God may do.what 
he pleafes by a Prerogative Ad, he go- 
verns the moral as well as the natural 
World by general Stated Laws ; and that 
if any Perfons will not be influenced by 
the /fanding Ordinary Means eppoiaced 
for Chriftians in general, they have no 
Right to require, or Reafon to expect 
frgalar Favours. After eniarging. on this 
Head, he goes on: }—— Dr Lacas (who 
has labour’d-to prove that there can be 
no fuch State, on this fide the Grave, as 
an-utter Incapacity of Repentance) cone 
fefles, that CRYING Sins do naturally 
tend to. ALLENAT® us from God; and 
that, if perfafted in, they may EFFACE 
and OBLITERATE al Difinttions of 
Good and Evil. He owns, tarther, that 
the Spirit of God may be WEARIED OUT, 
and that God may SEAL UP a Sinner uns 
der the Doom. of. Ruin. But, then, be- 
caule this Life is faid to be the Day of 
Working, and that after Death the, Night 
cometh wherein no Man can work, he 
thence argues chat a Man cannot outlive’ 
his. Day ot Grace, and that . whenever 
God: determines finally to withdraw his 
Grace trom any Man, he determises the 
immediate Death of that Man. But this 
is itrange kind of Reafuning in fo-excel- 
lent.a Writer. For, how does it follw 
that, because no Man can repent after 
Death, therefore no Man can be incapable 
of Repenting before he is dead, \hy 
mit this Incapacity commence juft atthe" 
Time of his Expiration? Why not fooner, 
fince it might naturally arife {ooner from 
the Canfes that produce it?

any other Time ; unlefs you refolve Men’s 
Impenitence into the Wii of God, as the 
efficient Caufe of it, and ‘that he mever 
does Will ic till the very Moment of our 
Death. —— He fays, all Grants are to be 
underftood in the utmoft Extent, unlefs 
limited expre{sly by the Charter. True, 
but the Chriftian Charter has made ex- 
prefs Limitations. Tho’ Pardon be of- 
ter'd to all Siiners, yet it means only 
thofe Sinners who Repent. Grace, like- 
wife, is offered to al/, but ai includes 
only thofe wh» will accept and ufe it. 
General eos in Scripture as well as 
in other Writings, imply Exceptions, in 
order tu reconcile one Part with another; 
as, when all Whoremongers and Adulterers 
are, in abfolute Terms, fentenced to Dam- 
nation, we know from other plain Paf- 
fages, that it mult be reffrain’d to fuch 
only as do mot Repent. ——— He fays, far- 
ther, the Suppolition of fiich a State of 
Reprobation and Impenitence CURTAILS 
God’s Mercy.

ther that his Hands were dirty, and 
Efometimes for as mere a Trifle. God 
forbid that [ fhould attempt to leffen the 
Malignancy, or the Danger of Crying 
Sins, efpecially if repeated.

fufions, which Cardinal Adrian himfelf, 
whom the King had left Regent when he 
went into Germany, was fo honeft to tell £ 
him, ought not to be charg’d on the Caffz- 
Eians, but on his covetous and tyrannical 
Minifters, who had made them de[perate. 

In the mean Time, the Nobility acted 
a cold and neutral Part. They were moft 
of them attach’d to the Crown by Places,

Art. V. That it fhail not be lawful for 
the King to lay any new Taxes upon the 
Subjects, anlefs they be given by a free 
Cortez.

in Effet, was nothing at ali: For as it is 
not explain’d what fhould be dune to 
make it a free Cortez, a Cortez with a Ma- 
jority of Place-Men might have fat and 
called themfelves frez, and impofed the 
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moft opprefflive Taxes atthe Wili of she 
Court ; fo that the only Difference to the 
People of Caftile would have been, »to 
find themfelves ruined, not by the 'fingle 
Power of the King, ‘bur with the Help 
and by the Amthority of the whole cor- 

ted Legiflature. As this fell very fhorc 
$ er had made, it was wifely 


rejected by all, bue a few weak, ihalt-

Other Articles were propofed tothem 
by the Abnirante of Caftile, {till \efs ad- 
vantageous and folid than the five above 
named. Two of them were, that Skmp- 
tuary Laws fhould be made, and that Means 
Should be found for the preventing: the 
Exportation of Wool. Thefe were 
good popular Points, but of no Ufe,

thefe Propofitions were only thrown our 
to catch the Weak, and the Unwary; 
Men of Difcernment faw thro” them, anef 
—_ them with Difdain: All Hopes 
ot an Accommodation being then at an 
End, ‘a Civil War enfted, in’ which ‘the 
Commons acted fo fillily that it could 
end in nothing but their utter mer” 2 
For, firft, they united the Nobility wit! 
the Crown, by violently attacking their 
Interefts in the tendereft Points ; they ett- 
tered into no Concert with Valencia, thers 
in Arms ‘againft the King and Nobles, 
upon the fame Motives; and they gave 
Time to their Enemies: to recover 
Strength, and bring a difciplin’d Army 
out of Nevarre againft their Militia, 
which might have been eafily prevented 
had they a&ed with Vigour at firft. 

There were many other Fauits in their 
Conduét, which, whoever reads this un- 
fortunate War, will obferve, with Sor 
row mix’d with Indignation; but there 
was an original Fault in their firft —_ 
out, which, had it been rightly avoided, 
would, I believe, have prevented all the 
reft, and faved them from the cruel Ne» 
ceflity of appealing to the Sword, an Ap 
peal always calamitous, always uncertain, 
fometimes fatal.

And whereas certain ilkaffected fedi- 
tions Perfons, who omit no Opportunity 
of afperfing the Ad n, may go a- 
bout to reprefent this prefent Act, as an 
Attempt to introduce Arbitrary Power, 
by putting a grievous Yoke on the Necks B 
of fis Majefty’s faithful Subje&ts; Be it 
declared, that there is nothing in this 
prefenc A@ contrary to Magna Charta, 
the Petition of Rights, or the A& of Set- 
tlement ; and the Liberty and Rights of 
the People are fafe and inviolate, no Man 
being compell’d to take a Ticket, but Cc 
only advifed and exhorted thereto.
